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Allowable Subject Matter 

Remaining claims 1 - 3, 6 - 10, and 12 - 31 are allowed. The prior art of record 
fail to teach an electrical unit for an automobile comprising, among other limitations, a 
power supply circuit that is configured to receive an external (from the outside) wake-up 
signal and start supplying power to awake a microcomputer when power is received 
from a power supply being a semiconductor IC; a period after a last ignition switch 
connection is cut-off is calculated by using the value of a counter, an amount of fuel 
leakage from the injector for the period is calculated and the amount of fuel injection at 
the starting of the vehicle engine is corrected by the calculation result; the vehicle being 
controlled by estimating a degree of age deterioration of various controlled equipment 
by using the value of the counter in a timer module; the unit further including an OR 
circuit activating a first regulator using either the ignition switch signal or one of a 
plurality of wake-up signals and a start factor determining means to distinguish which 
signal activated the first regulator.
